"There are three 
alternatives 


facing the people of Kingston for

These three alternatives, 
he 


said, were: First, to permit condi- 
tions to remain as they are, and 
continue to turn employers away 
from Kingston because of lack of 
factory space. 


Second, to form an active city- 


wide organization supported by 
public subscription so that a com- 
petent and qualified industrial rep- 
resentative could be employed to 
search out industrial plants, em- 
ploying men, and willing to erect 
their own plants in Kingston. 


Third, to raise by public sub- 


scription sufficient funds to erect 
industrial units to rent. 


All Space Rented 


Mr. Hanstein said that all avail- 


able factory space in Kingston has 
now been rented. 
"We are each 


week receiving applications for in- 
dustrial space for employers who 
wish to locate in Kingston," he 
said, "and rent space in a local 
factory. We arc compelled to tell 
these applicants that no space is 
available here." 


The decision as to what should 


be done is now up to the citizens 
of the city, he said. 


"Everyone knows that hundreds 


of men are walking the streets 
looking for work," he said, "and 
everyone interested in the local 
government knows that thousands 
of dollars of the taxpayers' and 
rentpayers' income goes each year 
to pay the cost of home and work 
relief because of unemployment. 
The current cost of relief and the 
cost of paying off bonds issued by 
the city for relief purposes, is 
mounting every year and sooner 
or later our local taxes must go 


"Can we afford," he said, "to let 


this condition go on until the city 
faces municipal bankruptcy?"

The morale of rank and file is 


accepted by these analysts as 
good, regardless of the suspicions 
of disloyalty that prompted Stalin 
:o "purge" veteran cammanders. 


Soviet military tactics are most- 


y modern, and, in such instances 
as the employment of masses of 
parachute troops 
to threaten a 


foe's flank, represent spectacular 
advances. 


Possible Weakness 


Where the Soviet army may be 


weak, the experts suspect, is in 
the Bolshevist system of placing 
commissars in every sizeable mili- 
tary unit, and in the comparative 
dearth of experienced high rank- 
ing leaders since last year's purse 
by the firing squad. 


Officers trained in loyalty to a

Washington, Dec. '2 UP)—With- 


out naming countries, President 
Roosevelt said in a formal state-

New Paltz Homes 
Are Among Oldest 
In Country Today 


Early Settlers Came From 


Old Hurley Soon After 
Homes Were Burned 


in Pioneer Days 


History has won Ulster county 


an honored place through records 
of events which gave rise to the 
building of this great nation, but 
for every significant line written 
many more intimate facts in the 
lives of pioneer families, have been 
lost to the past itself. 


Around the bend of a country 


road and away from the highway, 
which today is the main route of 
travel, is a small group of stone 
houses which remain 
unique in 


America as historic 
landmarks. 


They are the picturesque and im- 
pressive nucleus around which 
grew the modern village of New 
Paltz and they represent- an in- 
valuable contact with the past. 


Each of these homes once shel- 


tered people who banned together 
for freedom, peace and protection 
in a formidable wilderness known 
then only to the menacing tribes 
of Indians. 


Each house today has its own 


tradition, but back of these re- 
corded facts are many incidents 
of those trying, pioneer days which 
never became part of the com- 
munity's interesting history. 


Tradition could not possibly pre- 


serve for posterity a minute record 
of the daily life of any one or all 
of these families who 
struggles 


with little more than their hands 
and hearts to live' as they knew 
free and honest men should live. 


Mo detailed record 
could be 


made of the almost constant anxi- 
ety in the hearts' of the many 
mothers who feared harm to their 
children in this land where strange 
and war-like savages roamed the 
forests. Nor could the records of 
tooday fully depict the concern of 
both men and women over the 
threatening loss of their homes. 


Fear had to be part of their 


daily lives and it was bound to 
find its way even if only passivel* 
into the hearts of the bravest o'f 
these pioneers. It was a fear al- 
ways of the unknown ... of the 
threats which lurked behind the 
dark reaches of unexplored wood- 
lands, and of the lack of man- 
power and resources, in the event 
of hostile attacks. 


Protective Effort 


New Paltz grew through a pro- 


tective effort 
of 
one 
of this 


region's first group 
of colonial 


pioneers and those stone houses 
still stand today because of this 
intelligent foresight of its found- 
ers. 


Louis DuBois, leader of the 


group, who moved their families 
to this place they later called New 
Paltz, knew well this fear of 
colonial settlers for he had re- 
turned to this home one day to 
find his house levelled" by fire and 
his wife and three children taken 
by the Indians. 
;•• • 


Louis DuBois had come with 


other Hugenots from Holland. He 
stopped first at Wiltwyck, which is 
now Kingston, and later settled at 
Hurley. That village was burned 
by the Indians on June 7, 1663, 
and the women and children were 
carried off as prisoners of the In- 
dians. 


Louis and- others who had lost 


their families after the burning 
of 
Hurley 
spent 
many 
days 


journeying through the woods to 
find where the Indians held the 
women and children as captives 
They found them at Wawarsing 
and 14 years after that journey 
Louis DuBois and a group of oth- 
ers founded the settlement at New 
Paltz just after the control of New 
York passed from the Dutch to 
the English. 


To quote "The Story of The 


Paltz," by Cornelia E. DuBois: 
"Edmund Andross was at that 
time governor of New York and 
there was at 
Hurley a young 


Huguenot, Abraham Hasbrouck. 
who had served with Andross % 
the English army. . 


"Through him a patent for a 


large tract of land lying between 
the Shawangunk Mountains and 
the Hudson River ... was granted 
Louis and- his two oldest 
sons, 


Abraham and Isaac and nine other 
Huguenots who had settled 
in 


Hurley: Christian Deyo, Abraham 
Uasbrouck, Andries LeFevre, Jean 
Hasbrouck, Pierre Deyo, Louis 
Bevier, Antione Crispell, Hugo

Louis Had Xot Forgotten

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NICARAGUA WILL HELP US 


The party of congressmen visiting Central 


American countries had a warm reception in 
Nicaragua. President Somoza told them at 
a banquet: 


"If the United States should ever get into 


a war, Nicaragua will put 10,000 well-trained 
men at the service of your country within 
twenty-four hours. There will be 40,000 men 
within sixty days, besides our landing fields 
and other facilities.'' 


We hope that we shall never have to claim 


that promise, but it warms North American 
hearts. Naturally enough, Senator Thomas 
of Oklahoma rose to the occasion and declar- 
ed his belief that "the United States would 
more quickly go to war on behalf of Nicara- 
gua than for any other country." 


Something may be allowed, of course, for 


the mutual glow around a banquet table. If 
we got down to brass tacks, well, there is 
Canada right next door. Then there's Mexico 
on the other side, which we'd have to protect 
in spite of her bad political manners. And' 
Panama, of course, on account of the Canal 
Zone and its value to our naval defense. 


But why discriminate among friends and 


neighbors? Uncle Sam likes them all, in spite 
of occasional difficulties, and wants to get 
along amicably and helpfully with the whole 
Pan-American neighborhood. 


less. One of them insisted on bringing a radio 
to the opera so that he would not miss his 
favorite foreign broadcasts. Another turned 
somersaults and handsprings until attendants 
persuaded him to seek more appropriate sur- 
roundings. 


But before giving the signal for the revo-

We don't need to get sore at the idle 
rich so long as most of us are working out 
the aims of democracy according to its 
methods and principles.

SANITY AT SEA 
. . . 


As the orgy of destruction continues at 


sea, and hundreds of thousands of tons of 
naval and commercial shipping go down, and 
thousands of good men go with them to Davy 
Jones's locker, it is good to remember that 
sea life in general is still sane. 


Of the big salt seas, the Pacific and Indian 


Oceans at least, and even our side of the 
Atlantic, remain reasonably safe and free. 


There is still more peace and sanity on the 


world's two greatest inland seas. The United 
States and Canada get along on the Great 
Lakes, as they have done for more than a 
hundred years, with only a couple of small 
gunboats. And Russia and Turkey, instead 
of fighting on the big and important Black 
Sea, are said to be contenting themselves 
there with one small warship apiece. 


This sort of thing, when you take a good 


look at it, seems almost like a preview of the 
Golden Age—as far it goes, and while it lasts. 
We can't be very confident nowadays about 
the duration of any form of international 
sanity. 


PRIVATE-FLYING PERILS 


While the commercial air lines have been 


establishing a safety record .over a period of 
months, private flyers have had many acci- 
dents. The Civil Aeronautics Authority has 
analyzed eighty-four non-airline accidents of 
recent months to discover causes. 


There had been nine ground collisions 


twenty-one landing accidents, nine take-off 
accidents and fifteen forced landings. There 
were thirteen fatal injuries, three serious 
injuries and eleven minor injuries. 


Faulty technique caused most of these ac- 


cidents. Others were attributed to careless- 
ness and bad judgment. The weather was 
blamed in only eight cases. There were sev- 
eral instances of outright disregard of official 
flying regulations. 


One surprising fact was the survival, with- 


out any injury at all, -of 125 persons involved 
in the accidents. It used to be thought that 
every airplane accident meant death for all 
in the plane. 


It seems plain that private flying needs 


more drastic control. Careless and incompe- 
tent drivers have no more business at the 
controls of an airplane than at the wheel of 
an automobile. 


It's sort of reassuring to find that Christ- 


mas is coming on the same day as usual, and 
also that there'll be only one of it.

OVER-EXPANDED REAL ESTATE 


One of the greatest causes of financial grief 


In America is the widespread over-expansion 
of urban real estate development. 


The real estate boom following the war, 


and lasting pretty well through the 1920's, 
seemed to assume that the population of the 
United States, and particularly of its growing 
cities, was limitless. As a result, especially in 
Mhe case of industrial cities and their resi- 
dential suburbs, vast areas of former farm 
land or woodland were turned into real estate 
allotments. 


In this hopeful movement hundreds of 


cities throughout the country acquired, in 
addition to their built-up residence sections, 
great fringes of land fully developed, with 
streets, pavements, water, sewer and other 
essential sen-ices capable of accommodating 
about as many people as the existing city. 


Then came the depression. Ever since, the 


owners and developers of these thousands of 
subdivisions have been struggling with their 
taxes and assessments. 


Irately there have been signs of returning 


life in many such allotments. An occasional 
buyer comes along, the weeds are cut down, 
a house goes up here and there. But there 
must br almost enough building lots left from 
that hopeful spree to take care of the resi- 
dential expansion needs of this nation for 
50 or 100 years. 


Accordingly, aside from exceptional cases, 


land-owners may be cautious now about un- 
dertaking new allotments. 


A general practitioner recently died in an East- 


ern city. He had taken no special training in psy- 
chiatry—treatment of mental ailments—but immed- 
mediately after his death no less than a half dozen 
of his patients were seen at a psychiatric clinic. 
"That man, by means of patience, understanding, 
and a self-developed psychiatric insight, was able 
to keep those people adjusted." 
I am quoting Dr. John D. Campbell, Buffao State 


Hospital, in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 


In discussing psycho-neurosis—where the indi- 


vidual thinks there is trouble when none is present 
—Dr. Campbell states that three definite and im- 
portant systems of the body are disturbed, (a) the 
gland system, (b) the sympathetic (body) nervous 
system, and the psyche (mind) or central nervous 
system. 


"Take the 'fear' reaction. Through the central 


nervous system a danger (a fire or a gangster) is 
perceived; through the sympathetic or body nervous 
system, the adrenal glands are stimulated to pro- 
duce their juice—epinephrine or adrenalin—more 
sugar is released into the blood and the person is 
prepared for defense or escape (to fight or run)." 


Another central nervous system, body nervous 


system, and gland system reaction is that of blush- 
ing. Blushing is due to the embarrassment of a re- 
pressed sensitive idea or thought. An association of 
ideas may stimulate the sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem (body) to act on the glands to produce too 
much digestive juice and a typical pain of stomach 
ulcer would result. 


In other words, the patient, thoughtful, general 


practitioner who keeps in mind the fact that the 
"nervous" symptoms or other symptoms of his 
patient may be due to an underlying fear or repres- 
sion and gets the patient to discuss this fear or re- 
pression openly \\ ith him. will get results that could 
not be obtained by treating the ailment as a dis- 
turbance of one particular organ, then, if no organic 
trouble is found, telling the patient to '•forget it." 


Further, a patient whose mind is disturbed, 


which disturbance constantly stimulates activity of 
glands and uses up stored energy (sugar), is bound 
to feel tired mentally and physically.
